Delivery of Newgate, at the Seſſions held at 
uſtice-Hall in the Ol4-Baily, (before the 
Right Honourable Sir ROBERT BATLIS, Knt. 
Lord Mayor of the City of London; the Right Ho- 
rourable the Lord Chief Baron Pengelly; the Honour- 


Thempſon, Recorder of the City of London; and Mr, 
Frjcant Raby, Deputy Recorder; with other of his 
Majeſty's Juſtices of Jail Delivery, and Oyer and 
Terminer aforeſaid ;- together with ſeveral of his Ma- 
ſeſty's Juſtices of the Peace, for the ſaid City of Lon- 
din, and County of Middleſex) on Thurſday, Friday, 
Saturday, Monday and Tueſday, the 16th, 17th, 
18th, 2cth, and 21/t of January, 1729, in the 
Second Year of his Majeſty's Reign. 

Six Men, viz. Thomas Neaves, Daniel Crawfoot, 
William James, alias Ives, Feremiah Cray, William 
Davis, and Thomas Revel, and one Woman, Elza- 
teth Cook, were Capitally Convicted, and receiv'd 
dentence of Death: and Judith Hollaway, who had 
been Capitally Convited and Sentenc'd, at the pre- 
ceeding Seſſions holden at the Old- Baiy, on Weadneſ- 
lay, Thurſday, Friday and Saturday, the 4th, 5th, 
bth and 7th of December, 1729. 

While under Sentence, I inſtructed them from Mat. 
16, 24. T hen ſaid Jeſus unto his Diſciples, IF any 
Man will come after me, let him deny himſelf, and take 
bis Croſs and follow me. That troubles and afflict- 
Ins were the common lot of Mankind, and therefore

penc'd to us by our Father; our Heavenly Father,

therefore why ſhould a living Man complain, a Man 
for the Puniſhment of his Sins? And as all Men are 
5 liable to manifold afflictions, for, Man that 
is Born of a Woman, is of few Days, and full o 
trouble. 10 much more 4 te ee 4 
who by their enormous crimes have expos'd themſelves 
to the penalty of the Laws, and become unworthy of 
breathing any longer in the common Air, but muſt 
ſubmit to the Puniſhments inflicted upon them, as 
eee, from a juſt and good God, who, by thus 
umbling them, intended their ſpecial advantage to 
reclaim them from Sin, and make them enamour'd 
with the ways of Piety and Virtue, that although 
their Bodies may Periſh, yet their Souls may be ſaved 
in the great Day of the Lord Jeſus. I exhorted them 
to an ample Confeſſion of their Sins, as the way to 
die with Peace of Conſcience, and in the Peace of the 
Church, as being an evidence of their Repentance, 
and the main reparation they could make for the inju- 
ries they had done to Mankind. I inform'd them, 
how they had been early dedicated to God in Baptiſm, 
to deny themſelves to the World, the Fleſh and the 
Devil, and that having vow'd and ſworn Fidelity and 
all due obedience to Almighty God, and the Laws or 
Precepts of Feſus Chriſt, yet having broken their Bap- 
tiſmal Vows in many reſpects, and having wholly gi- 
ven themſelves up to the Service of Sin and Satan, 
therefore, God had now rejected and given them up 
to their own Hearts luſts, and ſuffer'd them to fall 
into thoſe Notorious Capital Crimes, which brought 
them to ſo much Shame and Sorrow. 
When theſe and many like Inſtructions were given,

cently; and was the only Perſon among them, 


he ſmil'd and ſpoke to diſturb others, as his fellow Priſo- 
ners, and others obſerv'd; he was of an abJur'd, infolent 
Temper, and reproofs were of little avail to him. Daniel 
Crawfoot, having been of another Communion, bei;av'd very 
gravely and devoutly, but in making refponſes did not 
Speak out, as not accuſtom'd to our manner of Worſhip, 
but look'd upon the Prayer Book, and had his Bible always 


in readineſs, when Chapters were 1cad, or citgtions ma 
Feremiah Cray, behav'd very Devoutly, and ( 5 an 
Penitently, as did Villiam James, alias Ives, Ayd MV. Cook. 
who always declar'd herſelf ſincerely Penitent. Judith 
Hollaway, who had been kept ſince the preceeding Seſſions 
mm December laſt, always appeard very Penitent, Grave 
and Devout, and declar'd her fc]: wholly reſigu'd to the 


will of God. The other two never came to Chappel, having | 


been grievouſly afflicted with Sores and Sickneſs, but as 1 
vilited them in their Cells, they were very attentive to, 
and deſirous of Prayers and Exhortations. | 
Upon Saturday, the 1ſt of February, the Report of the 
above nam'd eight Malefactors, under Sentence of Death in 
Newgate, was made to his Majeſty in Council; when 
Fudith Hollaway, of Broad ſtreet, for privately ſtealing a 
Silver Snuff. box, value 125. from the Perſon of Elizabeth 
Staples, on the 6th. of November laſt, the property of 


IWilliam Staples. Daniel Crawfoot, for aflaulting Mary Dixon, | 


in her own Houſe, putting her in fear, and tax ing from her 
12s, and 6 d. on the Itch of Fanuzry laſt; and William 
James, alias Ives, of Uxbridge, for icloniouſly ſtealing a 
black Gelding, Value 5c s. on the 23th of September laſt, 
the Property of John Veedon, Elq; recerv'd hi Majeſty's 
moſt gracious Reprieve. The remaining Five, viz. 1homas 
Neeves, Jeremiah Cray, William Davis, Themas Revel, and 
Elizabeth Cook, were order'c for Execution, 

Thomas Neeves, of St. Giles's in the Fields, was indicted 
for feloniouſly ſtealing a Duroy Coat, Value 128. on the 
6th of December laſt, in the Shop of Charles Lawrence, the 
Goods of the ſaid Charles Lawrence ; who depos d, that a- 
bout 7 in the Evening. the Priſoner came into his Shop, 
and ask*d for a dimity Waiſt coat, they not agreeing on the 
Price, he dd him, and turning about Inarcit'd up the Coat, 
and ran away with it; the Deponent pnr{u'd him about 3 © 
Yards, and cry'd our, Stop Thief, tae Priſoner doing the 
ſame, till he was taken. | 

Thomas Neeves, born in London of mean Parents, 28 Years 
of Age, was educated at School in reading and writing, to 


fit him for Buſineſs, and when of Age was put out Appren- | 


tice to a Cane-chair-maker, with whom he ſtaid for ſome 
Time, but left him before his Time was out, and betook 
himſelf to a rambling Life, which occaſion'd his Ruin, He 
hrv'd in a moſt looſe diſorderly Manner, and married a 
Wife, a common Woman of the Town, who apply'd her- 
felf to her Husband's Buſineſs, of ſtealing and robbing, 
for which the was in Prifon, and uuder Sentence of '] rant- 
portation, while he was under Sentence of Death, and (as 
he told me) ſhe got leave to come aud viſit him once or twice, 
but ſne having no Children alive by him, and her Character 
being much upon © Level with his own, he was very indiffe - 
rent about her. He joyn'd himſelf to the Gangs of Street- 
Robbers, and the moſt notorzous Thieves, in, or about this 
great City; and having been apprehended in March or April 
Iaſt, upon Suſpicion of Street-Robberies, he impeach'd his 
Companions, and turn'd Evidence againſt thein, Accord- 


\ lations, if his Evidence was true, as he ſwore againſt theſs

ingly, ſix Men were convicted upon his Evidence 3 
curring Circumſtances, in April laſt. Edward Benſon 
fls'd the Fact for which he died, but the other Five, Geo; 4 
Gale, alias Kiddy George, Thomas Crowden, James Noon 750 
Horny, and Richard Nichols, died with Protcſtations of 
their Innocency, as to the Facts which Neeves ſwore againſt 
them. Lask d him, upon the deſire of ſome of their Re.

ö n, who died denying the Facts he ſwore «gainſt them 
"Mt100Fh they freely forgave him? He ſaid, in ſo far as he 
ſwore againſt them, it was true, although perhaps they were 
not the principal Perſons concern'd in thoſe Robherigg 7 
asked him the ſame Qneſtion and ſome others at other Times 
but he would make no direct Anſwer, and told me as he had 
done to other Perſons, that he muſt give an Account of hat 
things he had done in the other World, it being of no 4d. 
vantage for him to relate them here, ſince we could not par- 
don him: I inform'd him, that the Church, as is ackyow. 
ledg'd by every Body, hath Power of conditional Abſolution 
that ſince it was not in his Power to do any better, he oupht 
at les!t to make an ingenious Acknowledgement of what 
Injucivs he had done to Mankind, which was all the Repa- 
ration he could make them, and by doing whereof he would 
die in the Peace of the Church, and, doubtleſs, in much 
greater Peace in his own Mind, ſince, He that covereth his 
Sins ſhall met Proſper ;, but whoſo confeſſeth and Jor ſaketh them 
| ſhall find Mercy. Prov, 28 12. Cc. Atter all I urg'd to him 
upon this Head, he continu'd inflexible. As to the Crime 
for which he ſafter'd, he ſaid be did not take the Coat, but 
that another Man gave it him; but in this he varied, which 
obligeth us to believe the Evidence. At another Time. as 
we were coming out of Chapel, I deſir'd him to ſpeak with 
me in the Cloſer, but he refus'd, adding, that he would give 
no Occaſion for compoſing of Books vr Ballads upon him; 
although IT had nothing to ſay, but to ſpeak a little to him 
upon the Srate of his Soul; which, I am afraid, was in the 
Galh of Bitterneſs and Bond of I:nquity : For as one or 
two Perſons told me, he ſaid, hahad no Hopes of attaining 
Happineſs in another World, yea, that he was ſure of being 
ilerable. The third Day betcre he died, he curs'd in Chap- 
el, becauſe they would not let Viſiters into the Cell to {peak 
with him, The Keeper told him, That he bad Os ders to leep 
the Cells very flrifly, and that they durſt not trauſgreſi their 
Orders, which were occaſion'd by the Rudeneſs and ext aordtnary 
| Wickedneſs of the Street- Roblers, whe were laſt executed. | 
reprov'd him tharply, and exhorted kim to Patience under his 
deploiable Circumſtances, which he had brought upon fine 
lelf by his own Wickedneſs. Then he fur down and com- 
pos'd himſelf. Two Days before he ſuffer'd, ſome Gentle. 
men of Note coming in to fee him, after they were gone, 
when he came up to Chapel, he abus'd and threaten'd a Gef. 
tleman-Priſoner at a ſtrange Rate, becauſe he had told hem 
of his wicked Diſpoſitions and Catriages: For this, tie 
Keeper taking him out threaten'd to punith him ſeverelh, 
and then breught him in again with Tears in his Eyes, Wach 
the fear of Punithment kept him Quiet, He was one of tie 
moſt obſtinate, abdur'd, irreclaimable, and (to appearance) 
impenitent Sinners, I ever ſaw. | | 
Feremah Cray, of St. Leonard'e, Shoreditch, was indictel 
for aſſaulting John Benſon, Eſq, on the Highway, (1 4

I eremiah Cray, near 20 Years of Age, deſcended of ho-

he learn'd to read and write, and to underſtand the Princi- 
ples of our Chriſtian Religion. He was inſtructed by his 
Father, in the Trade of an Upholſterer, which Bulir eſs (as 
he ſaid) he conſtantly follow'd, and never wanted fany En- 
couragement needful for him, as to Cloaths, Money and 
Maintenance, which was all that was neceſlary to a young 
Man of his Age. He ſaid, that he lov'd a voung Woman, 
intending to marry her, but that his nearcſt Friends were 
much againſt that Match; as unproper for him. Upon this 
he turn'd diſcontented, and to be reveng'd of them, tho? 
rather on himſelf, he took to the Highway, although other- 
wiſe he had been always (as he affirm' ) a ſober induſtrious

they adjuſted Accounts amounting to more than 20 l. for the 
Horſes, they never varied in a Farthing. He was married 
and had one Child, and his Wife, who appear'd to be a fober 
Woman, gave him the Character of being one of the beſt of 
Husbands. He declar'd, that he had x, raped liv'd ſoberly 
and honeſtly, that he had been a religious Obſerver of Or- 
dinances, that he read God's Word, and other good Books, 
and that he had ſometimes, tho' not of late, receiv'd the 
holy Sacrament, When I ask'd him firſt abont the Robbery 
of which he was convicted, he ſaid, that Dawlivg the Evi- 
dence committed it, without his Knowledge, and to fave 
| himfelf, ſwore it upon him; but after he found himſelf in- 
cluded in the Dead Warrant, and that he had no farther Hopes, 
he own'd, that the Evidence was true, only he alledg'd, 
that 1%. D- fuſt advis'd him to it, and that he bound 
himſelt, to ...5ve any Suſpicion the Family might have 
of Nis Concern in the Robbery. From the Evidence and his 
Confeilion it appears, that they were Confederates and e- 
qually concern'd in a Commiſſion of that horrid Villainy. 
All the Time he was under Sentence, he was afflicted with 
Sickneſs or Lameneſs, and could not walk, nor come to 
Chapel, but as I daily viſited him in the Cell, he always 
declar'd himſelf ſincerely Peni ent for all his Offences, par- 
ti-nlarly the Crime of which he was convicted, which was 
tie only Theft or capital Crime he ever was guilty of, hav- 
ing in all the preceding Part of his Life been very Honeſt, 
and {til bore a very good Character in all the Families, which 
wcie many and of good Note, where he had ſerv'd. He 
own'd the Juſtice of his Sentence, according to Law, and 
declar'd, that he believ'd in Jeſus Chriſt his only Saviour, 
that he repented and begg'd God and Man Pardon for his 
Sins, and that he died in Peace with all the World. 
Milliam Davis, of St. Paul's, Covent Garden, was indicted 
for breaking the Houſe of Thomas Lobe, on the 14th of De- 
ce mber laſt, and taking thence four Silver Spoons, Value 
40 8. eleven Holland Shirts, Value 51. and fevcral other 
Things, the Property of the faid Thomas Lobe. | 
William Davis, 23 Years of Age, born at Luton in Bedſord- 
ſ/mre, of mean Parents, who got him taught to read and 
write, and then put him Apprentize to a Baker; when 
he had ſerv'd out his Time he came to London, thinking to 
better his Fortune, but he teck a quite wrong Method of 
doing it. For about a Year ago, as he ſaid, when he was 
out of fettI'dBuſincſs, his Companion and Accomplice Hewlet, 
who had ſerv'd the ſame Maſter with him, advis d him to go 
a ſtealing and pilfering, drinking and whoring with him, 
which pernicious Advice he cmbrac'd, and follow'd ever 
after, till ſuch Time as he was taken up. He was a ſimple, 
clowniſh, ignorant young Fellow, and a very great Profi- 
cient in Wickedneis, during the ſaid Time; but he threw 
the whole Occaſion of his Ruin upon the Solicitations and 
over Perſuaſions of his profligate Comrade. He was griev- 
ouſly afflicted with Sickneſs, of a Fever and Agur, and a 
prodigious Swelling in his Feet, all the Time he was under 
Sentence, occaſion'd (as he ſaid) by Cold, and he had alfa

She ſaid, 
that ſhe never ſtole any thing, excepting the Fact of which 
ſhe was convicted, and that ſhe took no more but the three 
Guineas, and the Silver which ſhe reſtored, After all the 
Motives I us'd, to cauſe her to make a full Confeſſion, The 
would not acknowledge any more.

At the Place of Execution, 


Homas Neeves, in Chapel before he went out, behay' 
indifterently well, but when he came to the Tree, 
appear'd like to a Man in Drink, ſtaggering and ſcarce able 
to ſtand, and as I was praying for them, he frequently cried 
out to a Man about a Coach which was to carry off his Body, 
ſo that I was forc'd to reprove him, and when I alledg'd that 
he had drunk too much, he ſaid, No Sir, I only took a Dram 
this Morning. The Father and Wife of one Nichols, a |; 
ber, (who was executed in May laſt, in Company, and for 
his being concern'd with the Street-Robbers, upon Neves 
Evidence) came into the Cart, to enquire before Nerve 
died, if his Evidence againſt the ſaid Nichols was true; he 
ſaid, it was not, pray'd to God to forgive him for bearing 
falſe Witneſs, declar'd that Nichols died Innocent, and that 
he never ſaw him, till he was taken up, and before the Juſtice, 


and that he ſwore falſely againſt Nichols by the Perſuaſion 


| and ſinging of Pſalms, having nothing to add, but adler 
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and Advice of ſome others, who by that Means thought to 
get ſome Money to themſelves and him, As to the Fact for 
which he died, he ſaid, he never went into the Shop in Alon.
